ENLARGING TILE HOMESTEAD. 

We have mcecived for publication a 
communication from a prominent mem- 
ber of the Conservative party, in favor 
of enlarging the Homestead exemption 
of real estate trom one theusand to fit- 
teen hun fred doilais. The article will 
appear to-morrow. 

The Radical party ta 1871, souht to 
create prejudice against those who fa- 
vored the cail of a Conventien, by 
charging that one of the objects o1 the 
Conservative party was to abolish the 
Homestead clause of the Censtitution, 
No doubt many persons were induced 
by this electioneering dodge to vote 
against the call fora Convention. 

As the Conscrvatives of this State own 
nine-tenths of the Homesteads, it is not 
reasonable that our party would do 
anything to abridge or in any manner 
impair the Homestead exemptions. The 
benefits accruing from such exemptions 
are enjoyed chiefly by Conseryatives, 
and surely their interests wou'd be sate 
in the bands of their friends. It is 
natural, however, that! people should be 
sensitive and apprehensive when their 
homes are involved, and the fear that il 
a Convention should be held the Home- 
stead clause might be stricken out, iost 
numbers of votes to the Convention 
cause in 1871. 

Such fear was cutirely groundless it 
is true; but it is equally true that such 
fear did nevertheless. exist. 

Our correspondent contends that the 
Conservatives of the Legislature should 
vote tur a Lill enlarging the Homestead 
exemption to fifteen hundred dollars 
worth of real estate. There is ne doubt 
about the power of the Legislature to 
pass such a bill. 


HEALTHY FINANCIAL CONDI- 
TION OF TEXAS, 


Texas has suffered less from the 1- 
ruptions of the swarming hordes of 
carpet-baggers than any other Southern 
State. 

Her people are comparatively inde- 
pendent, pecuniarily. In many sections 
of the State the chief circulating medi- 
um has been gold and silver. 

The Governor of Texas, in his recent 
message, says the actual indebtedness of 
the State is one million and seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars—which amovnt, 
he says, “can be p2i off by atax of a 
single year of less than a half of one 
per cent. on the taxable value of prop- 
erty within the State.” There is in the 
Treasury to offset this debt over forty 

thousand doliais in specie, and 
over two hundred thousand dollars in 
currency, making the balance against 
the State less than a million and a half 
of dollars! 

Considering the undeveloped re- 
sources of Texas, her great agricultural 
wealth and her advantages for stock- 
ruising, we do not believe there is a 
State in the Union, certainly po South- 
ern State, whose people have a_ better 
financial prospect before them. 

Since the close of the war, important 
Railread communications have been 
established ; others are in course of con- 
struction, and when completed will 
unite the remote portions of the State 


with each other in social and business 
connections. 


EXIT MABSON. 

Mabson, colored, one of the Repre- 
sentatives in the House from Edgecombe, 
was yesterday turned out of bis seat by 
the Legislature, on account of his 
eligibility. 

The question gave rise toa lengthy 
debate, but when the vote was taken, 
the House decided by a good majority 
in favor of the report of the Committee 
op Elections, who had reported ad- 
versely to Mabson’s claims. 

The evidence betore the Committee 
proved that Mabson, who claims to 
represent Edgecombe, had voted with- 
in twelve months preceding his clec- 
lion in the county of Washington. The 
law requires a Representative to be a 
resident of the county twelve months 
preceding his election. Mabson liaving 
voted in Washington county, could not 
disclaim his residence there without 
committing perjury, and the Legislature 


very properly decided he could not le- 
gally represent Edgecombe.

interests of my party— that I had made 
no overtures directly or indirectly tothe 
Radicals ror their votes, nor did I intend 
to do so. 

This is the substance of what was said 
in that interview and much of the lan. 
guage used. I reduced to writing what 
was said very soon aiter Gov. Vance left 
my Office. 

Without myself having spoken to 
any one else on this subject, ia less than 
three hours, I learned that the Republi- 
cans had the information that I had said 
I would not have a d—d Radicalvote — 
and the Conservatives—that I had 
“sold out” to the Radicals !

the Conservative party for Senator. This 
I deny and do not believe, 


I do not propose here to discuss the 
merits and demcrits of his’ nomination, 


Tinsist and think [can show on a proper 
‘occasion to the entire satisfaction of the, 


people that he had no legitimate nomi 
nation according to party usage and 
right and justice, but I ask attention to 
his supposed and boasted strength. 

He admitted in the presence of a 
Committee of our friends, that he had 
done his utmost—“had electioneered as 
hard as he could,” since before the Au- 
gust clection down tothe time of the 
asseinbiing of the caucus, to sccure his 
nomination. His fricnds or many of 
them, gave it out very generally that be 
had a large majority of the caucus 
pledged—he told me ihat he had a ma 


support, and in a friendly and disinter- 
ested spirit advised me not to allow my 
name to go before the caucus, and said 
he did not want to beat me, &c., &e. 
In this way he drove every gentleman

tleman was before it as a candidate save 


himself, though others were voted for 
When the caucus 
assembled, he had the field to himself— 
he was the only candidate—neverthe- 


a vote more than enough to nominate 
him. After all his efforts and the efforts 
ot his friends, to say nothing of the ar- 
guments and means employed against 
me and the character of them, which I 
will not now advert to, this was his 
positive strength. Hesays the caucus 
made his nomination unanimous, That 
was Of course as he knows, under caucus 
rule! ButI know from gentlemen of 
unquestionable veracity, that there was 
a large minority in the caucus who did 
not want to vote tor him at all, besides 
20 gentlemen who did go into the cau 
cus. 

If issues and imputations unjust to 
the last degree to me, and in my judg- 
ment as unwise and impolitic as unjust, 
in view of the public good, had not 
been thrust before the minds of many of 
the members of the Legislature, both 
before and after they assemblea, Gov. 
Vance never could have received that 
half a vote majority, or indeed, any 
majority. So I confidently believe, 

Thus it will be seen that his strength 
was munufactured, and not the free vol- 
untary offering he would have the coun- 
try believe he enjoyed. 

I conscientiously believe that Gov. 
Vance, after all he did, was not the 
choice of a majority of the Conservative 
politicians of the State, and I have the 
strongest conviction that he was not 
the choice of a large majority of the 
Conservative and Democratic people of 
the State. Many of the warmest con- 
gratulations I received after my 
election were from gentlemen who 
voted for Governor Vance solely in obe- 
dience to the mandate of the caucus. I 
have scores of letters from all classes ot 
the Conservatives and Democrats oi the 
State, expressing cordial congratulations 
and rejoicings at my election, and many 
of these letters are from distinguished, 
leading and influential gentlemen of the 
highest character. And these cheering 
evidences of public satisfaction have 
gratified and sustained me, while disap- 
pointed persons have heaped upon me 
unmeasured, and I thik, unmerited 
abuse. And while most of the newspa- 
pers of the State have deprecated in 
respecttul terms, party disorganization, 
they bave expressed confidence in me 
and satisfaction, and I have the strong- 
est assurance that I shall be sustained 
by them, with two or three exceptions. 
I do believe that a large element of the 
people of my own party are rejoiced at 
my elevation to the Senate, and that an 
overwhelming majority of them are sat- 
isfied. It Idid not believe the people 
were satisfied I would not hold the 
place of Senator for one hour. 

I might assign many cogent reasons 
why Gov. Vance ought not to have been 
elected, but I do not choose to discuss 
this matter here or to annoy and dis 
tresshim. At another time, however, I 
mag, if necessary, give the people a true 
ana faithful account of the real cause 
that gave rise to the division aud discord 
among the Conservatives in the Legis- 
lature in reference to the late Senatorial] 
election in that body, about which so 
much has been said in the heat of 
excited passion, and which it were well, 
if it had not been said. 

Iam not sensible of having done 
wrong. The cause which prompted 
and governed my action was, in my 
Judgment, potent and involved my selt- 
respect, the best interest of the people 
of the State, and in some measure, the 
same of the whole country. 

I have no disposition to assail Goy. 
Vance or his friends, This is not the 
time or piace to discuss the merits of 
the controversy growing out of the 
Senatorial election, and I will not do 
8». I confine myself to the points 
souglit to be made in his paper. 

1 have hitherto abstained from say- 
ing one word in vindication of myself, 
because I thonght the public good 
could be best subserved for the present, 
by quiet submission to such injustice as 
has been Gone me, and by gentlemen, 
no cdcubt, unintentionally, and was 
willing to rely firmly on my course of 
life and conduct in the future as in the 
past, to vindicate the integrity of my 
character personally and politically. 

As a Senator, by the blessing of 
Providence, it is my unalterable pur- 
pose to do my utmost to benefit and 
bless the whole people, especially my 
immediate constituents of all Cclasess, 
conditions and colors. I shall insist 
upon right for all I will not willingly 
toicrate wrong or oppression to any. 
Tam anxious to sce the Union rest 
firmly and forever upon the Constitu 
tion— to sce it completely and cordially 
restored in the hearts of the people, 
and its government so administered ag 
to make it indeed, their paramount po- 
litical good. I wish to gee its 
government just, great and glorious, 
exercising its mighty powers tor its own 
protection, as well as for the maintain 
ance and protection of all the rights and 
powers of the States composing it, 
Within their respective spheres as goy- 
ernments, 

Tam essentiaily Conservative in my 
Opinions and conduct, and as in the 
past sc in the future, shall be a Con- 
servative, having for my political guid- 
ance no other political chart than the 
Constitution of my country. I will 
never cease to advocate and uphold 

those great principles of free govern. | 
ment and civil liberty I had the honor 
to proclaim during the late political 
campaign in this State.
